Substitute for the Stevens Bill Differs with the 


Original Only in a Few Details—Pros- 


pects That It Will Pass the House.

Rockefeller's Lake Superior Iron Ore

New York, March 19.—It was re- 


ported in financial circles today .that 
the capital stock of the new United 
States steel corporation will be in- 
creased by $100,000,000, and that this 
increase was made necessary 'by the 
acquisition of- the Rockefeller 
' iron 


mines, railways, and transportation 
Mnes in the Lake Superior District. 


J. P. Morgan and Co. confirm the 


story, but 
will make no

statement regarding the matter. It 
is expected that an official statement 
setting forth the increase and the rea-" 
sons for the same will be made public 
sion. 


The Rockefeller interests include 


the Lake Superior Consolidated Iron 
mines, which concern has a capital 
stock of 130,000,000,: of which $29,SS7, 
448.97 is outstanding.

in 1893 to acquire and operate iron 
mines in the Messaba range, Minne-

Though called a substitute the bill 


differs in no material essential from 
the original bill . 
It is true that the 


verbiage of the measure as it now 
stands' has ben materially changed, 
but the vital feature—the abolition of 
caucuses and conventions remains as 
firm in the.amended as in the original 
form.

Abolishes All Caucuses. 


The substitute like. the .; original 


draft, abolishes all caucuses and con- 
ventions and preserves all the vital 
features of the origina bill, changing 
only some of the detail clauses.' 


In size the bill has been somewhat

The Milwaukee Road's New Building 


Will Occupy a Whole Block—AUo 
Propose To build a New Passenger 
Station—May[Ask Council for Part 
of High Street.

"Paul railroad company will erect a 
^handsome freight depot on the prop- 
erty recently purchased "by ;them ;on 
North Main street. 


The depot wil be a brick structure 


fronting on Main street,- extending 
from the "Windsor hotel north to Pros- 
pect avenue. 


The building when completed will 


be an ornamen .to the .part Of the 
street on which -:it:is located, and will 
be a great change from .the old rook- 
eries that have heretofore occupied 
the property. 


The block between Prospect avenue 


and Pease Court will be cleared of 
buildings and used for side tracks. 
It is the intention of the railroad 
company to have the building close 
up to the Main street line with the 
car tracks in the rear and a team 
track on 
Maiin Street. 


There will be no more cars handl- 


ed on North Main street than there 
is at present, as all of the full cars 
will be run down to the station and 
all of the switching will be done on 
the company's land. 


, A system of side tracks will be put 
in on the company's land near the 
Hanson furniture company's plant, and 
all the switching will be done at that 
point. 
The -cars will then be run 


down to the depot and placed on the 
tracks where they can be unloaded. 


There has been some talk of oppos- 


ing the building of this station by the 
property owners on North Main street. 
They claim that it is an injury to. 
their property and .'business. 
Rail- 


road men claim that here is hardly 
a business interest on North Main 
street that will not be benefited in 
one way or another by having the sta- 
tion erected. 
City people are not 


the only ones shipping goods and 
wherever anything is built that at- 
tracts travel to it, it is bound to in- 
crease trade along tne way. 


The St. Paul people will also ei'ect 


a handsome 'passenger station 
this 


year, the exact location .of which 
has not been -established. 
'It de- 


pends entirely .upon the concessions 
that they can get from the city as to 
its size and,.lp_cattojL.^jrhe, company^ 
will erect a two story- staticri -with 
long train sheds if they can set the 
room. 


The place best suited 'for their pur- 


pose is between Jackson and Acad- 
emy streets, where, if the city could 
be induced to vacate a portion of 
High street it would give them room 
to build a station with sheds that 
would accommodate the largest -trains. 
If they cannot get these concessipns 
they would have to put it in some 
other place and cut down the size of
